Missionary..Society purchased a 
ship and freighted it with mis- 
sionaries for the Sooiaty Islands 
in the South Pacific Ocean. Thus 
commenced the first Protestant 
Mission to the Paoifio.

wera successively occupied, and 
tbe mission to the Sandwich 
Islands was cimmenced in’ 1820 
by the Americans, wha for rome 
tima previously had been tnain- 
ing, at Boston, certain Hawaiian 
youths jn 
Christianity. Two yoars later a 
printing pre:syin connection 
with the mission, came into 
use; and ‘in tha year 1836 
the first ‘English ~newspaper, 
“The Sandwich Island Gazstte 
and Jouraal of Commerc,” was 
commenced by Mr. Stephen D. 
Mackintosh, who, in addition to 
being its editor and. a local wit, 
was algo a merchant and auction- 
eer. The first volume of this 
paper, commenciog on Saturday, 
July 30, 1836, and ending on July 
22, 1837, is in the Library of the 
Royal Colonial Institute and is 
nat only extremely rare, and

|ROADS TO THE RIVIERA 


Motoring in Central France. 

, ‘The folowing article in the 

Times, contributed by Lord 
Montagu of Baauliev, will be of 
spacial interest to those who met 
hin when he visited the East not 
very long ago: 

. Noone knows France who has 
not gone down to the south by 
toad. I remember asking a friend 
who had habituatly visited the 
Riviera for a great number of 
years whether Central France— 
this was ine cold Fobruary—was 
still under snow. “Ihave never 
seen Central France,” be calmly 
replied, “for I have always been 
through it by night in the train.” 
And hardly any visitor to the 
Riviera who has not gore by 
toad hss seen the picturesque 
and wonderful views of the Rhone 
between Lyons -and Valence, the’ 
sun setticg over the snow-covered 
mountains of the Cavanne on the 
right bank of the river, or the 


evening glow on the summit of 


Mont Ventoux, some twanty miles 
east of Avignon. ‘ 

. Nowadays it is difficult to re- 
commend which route the 
traveller to the aouth of France 
shoald take, whether it be to the 
Biseaya or Mediterransan ares. 
At present most main roads in 


either indifferent or frankly bad, 


the result partly of the war and 
partly of neglect before the. war 
by the French road authorities, 
due presumably in both cases to 
Jack of fands for repairs. - 

The great motoring organiza- 
tions, such asthe Royal Autom- 
obile Club and the Automobile 
Association, naturally - recom- 
mend the routes most easily to ba 
followed by the average motorist, 
and as a rule they suggest the 
‘route southwards from. Boulogne 
Besuvais to Paris or Veraaillea, 
orfrom Havre through Rouen to 
Versailles. -Thence there are three 
routes which lead to the Valley of 
the Rhone, the easterniost 
through Sens'.and Dijon, the 
middle one through Sens, Auxerre, 
and Autuc to Macon, and the 


third the road branching right- 


banded from. Melun to Cosne, 
Moulins, and thence toSt. Etienne 
and Annonsy to the Rhone 
Valley road near Valence. 

Of these three routes, over all 
of which I have travelled many 
times, I think the Jast is probably 
the most interesting, but travellers 
that way should remember that 
the Coldu Grand Bais, the water- 
shed between the Loite and the 
Rhone Valley, reaches an altituile 
of over 3,000fc. at the summit, and 
that trouble from snow may at 
any time be encountered for a dis- 
tance of about six to sight miles. 

In addition to these routes,. 
which all terminate southwards 
in the Bhone Valley at some 
point’ between Dijon and Avignon, 
there {san Alpine.road through 
Bourg-en-Bresse to Grenoble, and 
thence by the Col de Ia Croix 
Haute through Sisteron, Digae, 
and Castellana to Grasse, whenca 
you can branch left-handed. to 
Nice and. Monte Carlo or right- 
handed toCannes and&t. Raphael. 
THROUGH A, CHESINUT FOREST. 

There is also another road to 
the west.of the Rhdgne Vallay, 
good in surface, bub between Le 
Puy and Nimes full of twists and 
turns, end. therefore not much 
used by fast traffic. tween

The Eastern Pyrenees, where - 
lies Vernet-les-Bains, «a very 
attractive spot, sro much less 
well-known then the Western 
Pyrenees.” : . 

There’ ara always those who 
are in-a hurry to srrive and those 
who like touring’leisurely, If 
you want to get-to the south of 
France in the minimum of time 
possible ‘one of the new ‘blue 
trains to the Cote d’Azur from 
Calais or. Boulogne direct will 
serve’ your purpose. If” you 
want to take only -four or five 
days by. road, one of — the... 
central routes I have: desoribed 
will suit you, joining the Rhoue » ; 
Valley at some point before °. 
Avignon. -If, on the other hand, 
you have more time and want to 
get ‘to ‘know Franco better, go 
south by the-Alpine road whjch I- . 
have described from Grenoble, or 
by the western’ road by Limoges - 
and take three or four days longer 
on your tour. And to enjoy your’ 
journey thoroughly take good 
maps and study them. ~~.
